TEXT: “And when he had thus 
spoken, he showed them his hands” 
(Luke 24:40). 


HEN WE consider the 
W/ ability to grasp an object, 
we readily agree that the 
hand most usually serves the pur- 
pose. To be physically endowed 
with outstanding characteristics of 
strength is wonderful. Although we 
can be strong, we cannot ascend 
the heights as does Jesus, our great 
Master and Redeemer. 
Let us notice some of the char- 
acteristics of Christ’s hands. 


I. THEY WERE HANDS OF A MAN. 

Was Christ a man? Yes, He most 
certainly was. Jesus left His home 
in glory to come to the earth as 
a natural man that He might die 
for the sins of the whole world. 
He came that we might not have 
to be alienated, but that we might 
become humble stewards and serv- 
ants for Him. 

Jesus was supernatural; yet, be- 
cause of His great love, He refused 
to retain His place in the super- 
natural realm. He came to lead, 
to instruct, to guide, and to heal 
diseases and oppression. Although 
all power was given Him in heaven 
and in earth, Christ was a natural 
man while in this world. Yes, His 
hands were those of a man; and 
yet at the same time, they were 
superhuman. His touch alleviated 
pain, suffering, and disease. 


II. THEY WERE PURE HANDS. 


Purity is cleanliness. However 
human Christ’s hands might have 
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been in the flesh, they were super- 
humanly anointed to be pure. When 
Jesus stretched forth His divine 


hands of purity, the demonic 
forces trembled with great fear. 


Ill. THEY WERE CALLOUSED 
HANDS 


Jesus was not lazy; His hands 
were undoubtedly calloused. Jesus’ 
supernatural father was God; His 
earthly guardian was Joseph, a 
carpenter by trade. A boy has a 
nature to be like his dad. Joseph 
worked hard. Perspiration un- 
doubtedly rolled down his cheeks. 
Since Jesus was an enthusiastic 
person, He probably helped Joseph. 
Joseph’s hands were calloused; so 
were Jesus’. 


IV. THEY WERE STRONG HANDS 


How could Jesus’ hands be 
strong? He was divinely endowed 
and anointed of His heavenly Fath- 
er, God. On one occasion the 
disciples were out to sea. The wind

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was strong and the ship was tossed 
by the waves.

LITTLE OVER a year ago 
the world was shocked by a 
Startling announcement; 
Russia had successfully put a satel- 
lite into orbit. Ever since that time, 
the minds of the multitudes have 
been on outer space, satellites, 
rockets, missiles, artificial planets, 
interplanetary travel and commu- 


nication. 


Who is ahead in the race for 
outer space, the U.S. or Russia? 
Yes! this is an all important ques- 
tion to some people. Men’s minds 
are confused. They are worried 
about nuclear warfare, complete 
annihilation and the world’s sur- 
vival, and struggle for existence. 

But to follow this pattern, young 
people, is damnation. Man’s wicked- 
ness and desire for power can lead 
to nothing but spiritual poverty, 
separation from God, and endless 
remorse. But while you are young 
and blessed with the innocence of 
ignorance of the condition of man 
and the world, “chart the course 
of your life for Christ,” Orbit 
Around the Son. Let the cosmic 


rays of glory fill your soul; 


the flight fuel of freedom propel 
you. Let the radiant active power 
of God Jehovah pilot you into 


perfect peace. 


Follow with me three steps on 
the road of earthly rockets and 
eternal redemption: The Rocket, 


. The Reason, The Reward. 


The Rocket 


A rocket is composed of many 
stages; first stage, second, third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, etc. 
Each stage is very vital and im- 
portant. The first stage lifts the 
gigantic structure off the gound 
and carries it to a certain altitude. 
Then the second stage takes over 
and so on down the line until the 
last stages go into effect and the 
satellite is thrust out into orbit. 
Each stage is essential and must 
fulfill its purpose, but the final 
authority is whether the satellite 
goes into orbit or not. If the satel- 
lite does not go into orbit, then all 
of the other stages are of no effect. 
Although they may have carried 
out their respective assignment 
perfectly and their duty was es- 
sential for the overall operation, 
the satellite still did not go into 
orbit. 

People are something like rock- 
ets; they go through many stages. 
These stages may even be number- 
ed like the stages of a rocket: (1) 
pre-birth period; (2) infancy; (3) 
adolescence; (4) pre-teen-ager; (5) 
teen-ager; (6) young adult; (7) 
adult; (8) middle-age; (9) elderly; 
10) old. Each stage is very vital 
and important. But the final stage 
holds the position of authority— 
whether you are true to the end 
or not. Each stage of life must be 
lived. No one can reach a stage 
that will afford them more per- 
sonal comfort than another stage 
without following the ordained 
path of one stage at a time. 

Although they may have lived 
good and abstained from evil in 
any one or-all of the other stages, 
but then forsook the Master in the

last stage, they will not be 
accepted. 

Young people, start in the early 
stages of your life and lay a firm 
foundation that will assure you 
that your last stage will be suc- 
cessful. Make each stage count; 
make a positive proclamation as 
to your faith in the God-Man, 
Jesus Christ; “Orbit Around the 
Son.” “Remember now thy creator 
in the days of thy youth;” accept 
Jesus Christ; study His word; fol- 
low Him daily.

The Reason 

What is the reason for orbiting 
around the Son? Everything orbits 
around something. The earth orbits 
around the sun; the seasons orbit 
around their duty to nature; earth 
people orbit around their goals in 
life. 

Many young people start out in 
the early stages of their life to 
orbit around earthly pleasures. I 
talked with one such boy when I 
worked in a super market on week- 
ends while attending high school. 
I told him about Christ and his 
need for salvation. This was his 
answer: “Floyd! I am young only 
once; and during that time, I am 
going to have a good time.” A few 
weeks later I was a pallbearer at 
that young man’s funeral. He was 
thrown from a ride at an amuse- 
ment park and killed.

The Power

the gods which your fathers served

OD HAD DELIVERED Israel 

from the bondage of Egypt. 

He had given them a law 
to govern them and a well qualified 
leader to instruct them in the way 
and will of God. But evidently they 
had never made a definite decision 
or choice as to whom they would 
follow. Now Joshua who was Moses’ 
successor, calls them to a decision 
before he passes to his eternal re- 
ward. He tells them that if it seems 
evil unto them to serve the Lord, 
“CHOOSE YOU THIS DAY WHOM 
YE WILL SERVE.” It was within 
their power. 

In the beginning, God made man 
a free moral agent. He gave him 
the power of choice, instructed him, 
and let him know what was best 
for his happiness. At the same 
time, He warned him that if he 
made the wrong CHOICE, he would 
surely die (Genesis 2:17). 

GOD’S CHOICE FROM THE BE- 
GINNING is recorded in (2 Thes- 
salonians 2:13) “God hath from 
the beginning chosen you to sal- 
vation through sanctification of 
the Spirit and belief of the truth.” 
“According as he hath CHOSEN us 
in him before the foundation of 
the world, that we should be holy 
and without blame before him in 
love” (Ephesians 1:4). “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever 
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of Choice 


flood, or the gods of the Amorites, 
in whose land ye dwell: but as for 
me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord” (Joshua 24:15). 


believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’ (John 
3:16). God spoke to the Israelites 
through Moses in Deuteronomy 
30:19: “I have set before you life 
and death, blessing and cursing: 
therefore CHOOSE life, that both 
thou and thy seed may live.” 


WE CAN CHOOSE TO BE A 
THERMOMETER OR A THERMO- 
STAT CHRISTIAN. A thermometer 
is an instrument which reveals 
records, or registers the tempera- 
ture of its environment. No matter 
how hot or cold the weather is, the 
thermometer always reflects the 
temperature. The tiniest fluctua- 
tion in the external conditions is 
immediately recognized, because it 
conforms completely to the en- 
vironmental situation in which 
it finds itself. The thermometer’s 
behaviour is definitely determined 
from without. 

The thermostat, on the other 
hand, is an instrument with all the 
characteristics of the thermometer, 
PLUS ONE FACTOR, namely, the 
element of control. The thermo- 
stat responds to its environment. 
If the temperature does not cor- 
respond with the degree designated 
by the standard of the thermostat 
itself, it immediately puts into op- 
eration certain forces which change 
the outside temperature and makes 
it conform to the pointer on the 





calibration of the thermostat. If 
the temperature of the house or 
church is too cold, or if it is below 
the standard set on the thermo- 
stat, the furnace cuts on, heats 
the room to the desired degree of 
temperature, then shuts off again. 


You can CHOOSE to be a 
THERMOSTAT Christian like the 
New Testament Christians were. It 
was said of them, “These that have 
turned the world upside down are 
come hither also” (Acts 17:6). 

Many will tell you that you are 
a victim of your ancestry, that 
you cannot rise above your heri- 
tage, that your parents and grand- 
parents have determined your 
character and capacities, and you 
must be satisfied with yourself as 
you are. When the popularity of 
Christ began to increase, people 
probably said, “Can any good thing 
come out of Nazareth? Why, a man 
born in such a city could never 
amount to anything. Just look at 
His Father; He was just a car- 
penter. He could never amount to 
anything more.” Peter and John 
were just lowly fishermen; yet they 
CHOSE to walk with God. “They 
took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus” (Acts 
4:13). 

There are others who say that 
you are a creature of the environ- 
ment, that you can’t rise above the 
level of your surroundings, and that 
the situation in which you find 
yourself determines what you are 
to be. I agree that there is enough 
truth in these assertions to en- 
courage drifting if one doesn’t want 
to take the responsibilities of mak- 
ing the most of himself. He need 
not lack for excuses. On the other 
hand, however, there is a large area 
in which one can CHOOSE. He can 
alter his environment; he can 
make the most of his heredity. 

Many ride a bicycle safely to 
their destination, while others drive 
to destruction and death in a 
Cadillac. The driver, and not the 
vehicle, determines the destination; 
the quality of your character and 
the CHOICE you make will deter- 
mine the destiny of your soul. 

We have too many wishy-washy 
people who do not dare to make 
decisions and who will not strive 
to make the most of life. Jesus

ESUS WAS always so careful 

to speak to the people in a 

way that each one, if he were 
the right kind of hearer, could 
understand. The speaker cannot do 
much for the people if they will 
not hear; some hear and they 
don’t hear. 

I have found that in most con- 
gregations there are some of each 
of the four groups of hearers men- 
tioned in this parable. 


Wayside hearers—These are the 
ones who receive the seed of truth 
by the wayside. They could be class- 
ed as unresponsive hearers. They 
hear, but many times have their 
minds more on other things than 
on what they are hearing, and the 
Word doesn’t get a strong enough 
hold to help them. Hearts many 
times have been so hardened and 
so worldy until the Word to these 
is as seed fallen upon beaten 
ground. 

A few weeks ago, a lady who is 
a seamtress said, “Oh, I enjoyed 
the message, but I had my mind 
on my sewing; in my mind, I made 
three dresses while you were 
preaching. I would like to be a 
Christian, but I have so much to 
do, I can’t get my mind on getting 
saved.” She was a wayside hearer. 
The devil was stealing the Word 
from her, by the time the words 
were spoken. The Scriptural com- 
mand is: “He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear.” 


A young lady drove thirty miles 
to be in a revival service. When 
she returned home, her mother 
asked, “What did the evangelist 
preach on?” The young lady an- 
swered, “Oh! I don’t know, but we 
had a good service.” A good service 
is wonderful, but each individual 
needs to hear the Word in a way 
that his life could be benefited by 
it. 


Stony -ground hearers— These 
hearers are the ones who hear the 
Word and with joy receive it. They 
know the Word is right, but it 
seems to be so hard for them to 
really make up their minds to hold 
on to the Word. Yes, when the 
persecution arises because of the 
Word, they are soon so offended 
that they just give up. Notice, the 
persecution is BECAUSE of the 
WORD. When a person gets saved, 


of course he is expected to go on 
with God, walking in the light or 
understanding of the Word. As long 
as a Christian life is shallow, a 
person might not have very much 
persecution, but when once his 
mind is reaching out for under- 
standing of the Word, the devil will 
see to it that he gets persecutions, 
hot and heavy. This is when the 
stony-ground hearers decide the 
way is too hard. They have only 
a shallow experience with not much 
root, so they wither and fall away. 

In my last revival a fine little 
lady had been saved and was in 
the altar seeking sanctification 
and the Holy Ghost. I noticed that 
she seemed a little discouraged, so 
I tried to help her, asking if I 
could explain in any way. Her an- 
swer was, “When I am at the altar, 
I am wondering what the people 
of my church will think of me.” 
The fear of people will cause many 
to turn from the Lord. After all, 
each of us will have to answer to 
God and not to the people. But this 
is the way of the stony-ground 
hearer. 


Thorny-ground hearers—These 
hear the Word also. They know 
what the Word is and what it will 
cost them to go on with God. But 
the cares of this world and the 
deceitfulness of riches have a 
stronger hold on them than the 
Word. The Word cannot get a 
strong root in their hearts because 
it is choked out with the strong 
hold of the world. They love the 
world more than they love God, or 
even care for the never-dying soul. 
This is one reason so many have 
backslidden; they prayed through 
and joined the church, but later 
we see the signs of the thorny- 
ground hearer. The cares of this 
world, a desire to be like other peo- 
ple, loss of victory—these things 
cause many to fall by the wayside. 
When a person fails God, fails His 
Word, with what are they in love? 
It is the cares of this life. Many 
times they are lovers of themselves 
more than lovers of God. When 
a man knows the Word and refuses 
to practice it, he is allowing the 
Word to be choked out with other 
things. He just can’t pay the price. 
One man made the statement that

preachers loved money too well and 
that is why they preach tithing so 
much.

said that the kingdom of God is 
preached and every man presseth 
into it. Many today do not use 
their physical, mental, and spiritual 
powers to live the finest lives of 
which they are capable. Such peo- 
ple are not using their resources; 
they are living beneath their ca- 
pacities. They are choosing to be 
small when they could be great. 


On this memorable occasion, 
Joshua puts the question to Israel 
for them to CHOOSE between GOD 
and IDOLS. He did not say, “You 
are a victim of the customs of this 
land; do the best you can. I know 
the environment is bad.” But he 
urged them to make a CHOICE 
that day, to let him know where 
they stood. NOTE the will of his 
decision. He did not say, “We will 
try to serve the Lord; make an 
effort in that direction.” There was 
nothing weak about his statement; 
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he had no doubts of his ability. 

DANIEL, living in a _ corrupt 
oriental court with evil all about 
him, could have said “I am a vic- 
tim of this circumstance; I can’t 
rise above it. I will just take a 
negative stand.” But Daniel 1:8 
tells us that he purposed in his 
heart that he would not succumb 
to the evil conditions. He would 
live a righteous life in spite of the 
conditions which prevailed. Thank 
God, he carried this decision with 
him into the den of lions, he made 
his decision and lived up to it with- 
out faltering. He could have tried 
to worship God in secret, while out- 
wardly conforming to the practices 
of the pagan court. But his deci- 
sion was clean-cut; he _ stood 
squarely before friend and foe 
alike. 


When the three Hebrew boys were 
commanded to fall down and wor- 
ship the image the king had set up, 
or be cast into the fiery furnace, 
they, too, made a CHOICE. Hear 
the clear ringing words of three 
men of positive thinking: “OUR 
GOD whom we serve is able to de- 
liver us from the burning fiery 
furnace, and he will deliver us out 
of thine hand, O king.

Had they been ac- 
quainted with the modern tech- 
nique of our day, they might have 
said: “We will fall down and ap- 
pear to worship the image (while 
retaining the truth in our hearts).
